1. On h August the Wenchou liilitary Sub-District Command (VMSDC) ordered 
elenents of the 309 Regiment, 103 Division, to stop the advance of 
Nationalist guerrillas who had reached the Shitkaifou (42 4. 42) area. 


2, On l August 150 Nationalist guerrillas erossed from the Shihkaifou- 
Jenkung (42. ) avea to the north bank of the Ou (120= , 28- ) 
River and advanced westward. These troops had landed in the Paich'i 
(121-08, 28-22) area on 2h Julye 


3, On 5 August the THSDG notified elenents of the 309 Regiment in the 
Chiulung (1 Hh ) area, south of Chiuanliao (120-13, 26-16), that a 
gervison company of the tMSDCG had engaged Nationalist guerrillas in 
combat that day. The 309 Regiment had arrived in Chiulung on or 5 
August. ‘The 309 Regiment was ordered to send troops to the north banic 
of the Ou River! immediately to attack Nationalist guorrillas in that 
area. Tlenonts of the 309 Regiment, equipped with 2 x 60an guns and 15 
light machine guns, Thompson sub~machine guns, and carbines, crossed the 
Qu River to its north bank in pursult of guerrillas on 5 Auguste 


he On 5 August the TMSDC assigned 10 ( yé  )® to direct operations of the 
309 Regiment against Nationalist guerrillas. On 6 August 10 temporarily 
organized troops under his command into three guerrilla suppression 
battalions. On 6 August the ‘MSDC ordered elements of the 309 Regiment 
to take up positions extending from Ch'uanliao through Haik'ou (120-05, 
28-20) %o the area northwest of Chtingt'ien (120-17, 28-09) to impede 
Wationalist guerrilla uovenent in that area. A guards battalion of 
Chtinet'ien was also ordered to take up positions in the Chtengnen (mh f*] ) 
area, west of Chtingt'ien, to prevent Nationalist guerrillas from advancing 
south across that areas 


5. On 7 August bwo eanpaniss of the 309 Regiment plus the “enchou Guards 
Battalion and a reconnaissance company of the Cheliang 5 Military Sube 
District were advancing from the Houktengx ‘ou (4_ Hu g )-Kaoshih (120-07, 
28-17) area in purguit of Nationalist guerrillas in the Ttienptu (i 5 )~ 
Shuangehienshan (% fa, ) areas 
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On 7? August elements of the 309 Reginent and the “enchou Independent 
Battalion? umder the overall comand of Si! (gy }, coumander of the 
‘“enchou Imdiependent Battalion, arrived in the area south of Chenfou 

( 44 ## ) in pursuit of Nationalist guerrillas in the Yingehia { ie, % } 
area, northwest of Chlingt‘ien. 


On 7 August other elements of the 309 Reginent ard the entire Guards 
Conpany of the Chekiang 7 lilitary District Conmand under the overall 
command of LO arrive at Tfienpu, west of Untuwudiao., They were planning 
to move to Chi Chu Ts'un, south of T’ienp'u, on & August. 


On 7 August the Citin Yun (120-03, 28-39) Independent Usttalion arrived at 
Chienshan (4% 44 ), northwest of Ch'inyt'ien.
